Prof Herbert Eartlett, of Chariton, 


lowu, writes tho following interesting 
communication, relating to the recent 
earthquake, and the ooral formations of 
the Atlantic coast, to tho Oarrent: 


J ust after tho close of our civil war, 


and when the south had tacitly consent- 
ed to accept the situation, I, with a num- 
ber of others, was detailed from the 
Coast Survey department for the pur- 
pose ot making a thorough inspection o£ 
the Atlantic coast from tho mouth of 
tho Jdmes river to f onsacola, Fla, Wo 
found, after leaving tbe reefs of Hatter- 
as, that there were coral deposits lap- 
ping on the granite in tho shape of a 
tpitrejoint.- and, upon farther investiga- 
tion, that nearly the entire states ot 
North Carolina, of South Carolina, the 
btate of Georgia as far as Augusta, and 
the entire state of Florid* were resting 
on a foundation o! coral which was a 
part of the same immense ibody that ex- 
tended us far into the ocean as the Gulf 
stream and south far bolow Pensaoola in 
tbo 
Caribbean sea. This 
body of 


ooral has an immense sag, the center ot 
which was about two miles from 
tbe 


shore. 
Thie 
sag v.as 
what 
made 


the deep water ot the channel that wai 
marked out for vessels running from all 
tho northern ports to Chorltston, Port 
Eoyal, Savannah, Key West, aud in fact, 
all ports along the Southern states aud 
islands. Tbe east and west enda of this 
great body wore either tilted up, or the 
body sprung or'bent, and if bent, the 
upper bide was subjected to tbe terrible 
strain of the weight of water as well as 
of the body itself. Consulting some 
shorthand notes mad« at that time, we 
find our impression expressed there: 
'There is every reason to bel'eve'that this 
rook (coral) of the bottom of tho sag is 
continually either wasting away or sink- 
ing lower, and consequently deepening 
the channel, as the measurements made 
twenty years ago record the .depth to be 
twelve feet less than now; and it! this in- 
creased deepening continues, a catastro- 
phe will occur ecme'.ime that will bt pro 
lifio in the destruction of life aud prop- 
erty,' 
And now, as tbe reading and 


scientific people are' diaoussintr tbe great 
disaster tbat has overtaken 'Charleston, 
and expressing their wonder and surprise 
why a so-sailed earthquake should have 
occurred at that point, where, as they 
say, there is no volcano near, !, ns an 
engineer and a lover of science, as well 
as a believer of and iu natural law, can- 
not see anything in this occurrence but 
tho natural results that sooner or later 
would inevitably follow tho conditions 
named—either ths breaking of this form- 
ation, or its sudden sinking to a much 
greater depth. In either case, the results 
would be tho name. I am now of tbe 
opinion that it has broken, and at more 
than one point, ss & farther bending 
would have hardly produced such a wide 
spread 
devastation, while a 
break 


would tilt np 
the west side of the 


maes, whbh I am inclined to believe 
reached as far back as the French Broad 
river, bending thence southwest and end- 
ing with the west line at tho base o£ the 
mountains that torrn tho boundary hne 
between (be Ouroljnas, Tennessee and 
Georgia. Prom the weight of the body 
resting upon it, 1 am inclined to believe 
that, at the junction of the Ashley and 
Cooper rivers (which is the sight of 
Charleston) another break or crack oc- 
curred, on account of the thinness of the 
coral, as the phosphate rook came through 
it at several points, I( this should be 
so, it would account for 'the destruction 
of the city and consequent loss of life.

A DEMORALIZING SHOCK. 


Charleston Trembles Again—Her People 


Worried About Wiggins. 


CHARLESTON, Sept, 23.—A 5:05 Monday 


afternoon auother shock of earthquake—tho 
llrst heavy shock since Sept. ti'—was I'elt 
here. The movement of tho earth was evi- 
dently horizontal and tho tremor was accom- 
panied by tho usual rumbling sound, which 
could ho distinctly hoard for several seconds 
after tho movement had ceased. Those who 
were out in the thoroughfares did not feel it; 
but those who woro in-doors folt tho houses 
shaking, and those who wore sitting on tho 
ground floors felt the motion of tho earth 
voiy distinctly. Advices received from Sa- 
vannah, Orangehnrg, and other points in 
this vicinity indicate that tho shock was very 
general throughout eastern South Carolina 
and Georgia. Coming along almost on the 
ove of tho Wiggins day, tho 2*Jth, this shake 
has greatly demoralized tho people hero. 


Tho shock was very general throughout 


this state aud also at Savannah, Ga, Rn- 
ports received from Summorvillo, Ten Mile 
Hill, Caindon, Granitovitlo, Kingsvillu and 
Savannah state that the wave was plainly 
felt at each of theso places, but no dnmugi 
is repoited. Li this city tho vibration lasted 
about two seconds. It came from the north 
and passed southward. It was accompanied 
by a sound like tho rushing of wind and also 
by the usual detonation. During tho dis- 
turbance hanging lamps, chandeliers, etc.. 
swung to and fro with a motion liko clock 
pendulums. 
Although no serious damage 


occurred hero the shock wiis sovoro enough 
to crack the walls of Tho DeuLscho Zoitun;. 

Loose 
plastering was also brought down in some 
places. 
The weather was quite snltry

MADISON, Wis., Sept. 27.-In response 


to a suggestion from State Veterinarian 
Atkinson, Gov. Rusk to-day issued tho 
following proclamation against plenro- 
pueiimonio: 


In pursuance of tbe provisions of chap- 


ter 4G7, of the laws of Wisconsin for the 
year 18S5, entitled "an act to suppress 
ind prevent the spread ol infectious and 
contagious diseases among domestic ani- 
mals," approved April 13, 1835, I, Jere- 
miah M. Knsk, governor of tae state of 
Wisconsin, by virtue ot authority vested 
in me by tho law, hereby forbid the im- 
portation into the state from tba st&te of 
Illinois of all cattle except when accom- 
panied by satisfactory certificate of health 
issue! by the state veterinarian of Illi- 
nois or one of bis assistants or an inspee- 
tcr of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry- or such other regula- 
tions is may be preecutod by the state 
veterinarian of Wisconsin.
